E.  E.  Clayton. 

For  Mexican  Bean  Beetle  use  for  dry  dusting  9  parts  Hydrated 
Lime  and  i  part  Corona  Calcium  Arsenate  and  apply  as  a  very  heavy 
dust,  under  the  leaves  as  well  as  above. 

For  wet  spray  see  George  Leslie’s  testimonial  on  Page  19. 

Some  use  the  check  row  in  planting  their  Lima  Beans.  Plant  four 
rows  Limas  and  the  fifth  row  any  kind  of  String  Beans.  The  beetles 
seem  to  prefer  the  string  beans  and  will  flock  to  them  and  they  can 
be  killed  if  you  act  promptly,  with  1-5  the  labor  and  expense.
